ing against southern Manchuria contains 
roughly 65,000 infantry, 4500 cavalry, 3600 
artillery, with 180 guns, 3000 military en- 
gineers and the same number of troops 
for transport service. In all the forces 
comprise between 75,000 and 80,000 troops 
and 25,000 horses. 

Russian authorities consider this army 
inadequate for the arduous task of attack- 
ing Manchuria, although the Japanese ar- 
tillery is recognized to be very strong 
with 180 guns, as against Russia’s 1% guns 
distributed all over the far Hast immediate- 
ly before the war. 

From Pakchon the Japanese can advance 
against the Yalu river by two parallel 
roads, distant from seven to 0 miles from 
each other, one through Kasan and Song- 
chon, the other through Kussen, both con- 
verging near Wiju. 

On March 17 Gen. Mistchenkos was at 
Chonchu, but he seems to have moved 
northward since then. From #000 to 6000 
troops are transported daily along the Man- 
churian railway and in every seven trains 
carrying troops one is laden with provisions 
and materials.

ARCHBISHOP HARTY’S LETTER 


How the 1,800,000 Catholic Souls 
Are Being Cared for in the 
Philippines. 

Father John T. Tuohy, formerly pastor 
of St. Patrick’s Church, but now of Jones- 
burg, Mo., a charge to which he was re- 
cently assigned after an absence Of more 
than three years from the diocese, owing 
to differences with the late Archbishop 
Kain, stated to the Post-Dispatch today 
that he had received an offer to go to Ma- 
nila, but would probably defer the matter 

until after the World's Fair. 

“I have always been anxious to go to 
the Philippine Islands,” he said, “and as 
Archb!shop Harty and I were such bosom 
friends for years I am sure I shall find 

6 field a pleasant one. I have just re- 
aureus a letter from the archbishop in 
which he refers to his duties, the peaple 
he met, and sends the most cordial 

regards to his old parishioners. 

The archbishop fas settled down to his 
work In Manila. He is more than pleased 
with the conditions and the climate, which 
at this time of the year is like southern 
California. The archbishop’s residence is 
palatial and the domestic servig@ in charge 
of a large corps of trained sefvants. 


1,800,000 Catholic 
Souls in His Charge. 


“In the archiepiscopal chancery eight 
men are employed. When it is recalled 


that in the archdicesan chancery of St. 
Louls Father Vander Sanden is the sole
